“This document which sets forth 
motorists' prerogatives in the mat­ 
ters of taxation, highway develop­ 
ment and safety crystalize* senti 
ment around which motor 
clubs 
throughout the nation are rallying 
in an endeavor to attain the bill's 
objective of ’full and free use of 
the automobile with the maximum 
economy and the maximum safety.' 
“Among the point* demanded in 
the “Bill of Rights.’’ are: Long- 
range planning of highways for the 
safe movement of traffic, based on 
highway planning surveys; definite 
budgeting of road costs, with all 
users of the roads hearing their 
fair share of the burden; estab­ 
lishment of federal and state safe­ 
ty authorities: elimination of travel

Federal Tax Bill To Jump 90 Percent

’ASHINGTON, Jan. 9 — President Roose­ 
velt's late st budget figures reveal that 
the A m erican people are expected to pay 
the federal governm ent an increase of about. 
90 percent in th e ir tax bill w ithin 24 hour* 
This is the largest Jump in the federal 
tax bill recorded In any sim ilar period. 
W hat it m eans is that betw een July I, 
1936, and July I, 1938, the item of “internal 
revenue” is expected to Jum p from $3,512,- 
851.608 to $6,648,432,000 
R eliance is frankly 
placed on the incom e tax to bring jn 50 per- 
cent of the estim ated tax revenues, which 
m eans th at th# federal governm ent must 
in som e way a ssu re the m aking of profits 
by business and Industry in a sufficiently 
large way to perm it th e treasu ry to reap 
the highest total of revenues from income 
taxes th at it has ever derived in any year, 
not excepting 1929. 
If the treasu ry is right in its estim ates, 
then the budget m ay com e w ithin $500,000.- 
OOO of being balanced in the fiscal year end- 
log. June 30, 1938. 
Likew ise, lf the curve 
continues to grow , then an actual balance 
may be looked for In July, 1939. 
But the im portant “lf” in th e preceding 
paragraph ta accom panied by another “lf” 
of far greater im portance, nam ely w hether 
congress will keep the expenditures dowu 
to the levpls placed by the P resident for tim 
coming years and w hether the executive 
branch of the governm ent will find a way 
of m aterially holding down expenses in the 
regular establishm ent, som ething which has 
not yet. appeared on the horizon 
The most disappointing feature of the 
President s budget m essage is th at, as relief 
expenditures are cut dowu. the expenses for 
the regular establishm ent of the govern­ 
m ent are moved upward. B ureaucracy d “*p 
ly intrenched rarely is divested of Its hold 
on the federal payroll 


t 
HIIS, the P resid en t's m essage discloses 
I 
that “general expenditures for regular 
activities'' for the fiscal year 1938 show an 
Increase of $740,821,000 over the year 1937. 
Even w'hen debt retirem ent abd certain non- 
recurring soldier bonus paym ents are de. 
ducted, the official figure of expenditures 
“for regular a ctiv ities” show s a net increase 
of $718,831,000 over 1937, 
Out of this sum. if on* deducts the social 
security expense of $436,837,000, the regular 
activities In 1938 still will cost $282,494,000 
m ore than in 1937. 
T his does not augur 
well for a balanced budget In 1939. as hoped 
for by Mr. Roosevelt, because this trend of 
expenses must som ehow and som etim e turn 
downward. 
In other words, expenses for the regular 
establishm ent keep on 
grow ing and the 
treasury predicts bigger and bigger revenues 
from taxes on the assum ption of bigger and 
bigger Individual and business profits. 
Now, th ere is an o th er Im portant factor to 
be taken into consideration—the added cost 
of com m odities to the public and to th* 
governm ent Itself, due to the way Increased 
taxes are im bedded in the price structure. 
Should there be a downw ard fluctuation In 
business afte r tb s next three years, the gov. 
em inent, which has placed such great faith 
In income taxes, m ight find Itself with a 
sudden Jump In the size of the deficit* 
an 
event th at would be psychologically of deep 
significance 
in 
considering 
governm ent 
credit. 
The question also may bn raised as to tfbw 
rapidly the national income can grow tf 
prices rise to a point that ‘dim inishes con­ 
sum ption. W ith s $7,000,000,000 budget on 
the p a rt of the federal governm ent an in­ 
creases due to social security taxes, th e to 


tai cost of federal, s ta te and cit) govern­ 
ment Id A m erica will goon reach the $20,. 
000,000.001' m ark. The national incom e is not 
yet rising a t a rate fa st enough to absorb 
any such rapid increase in the total cost 
of governm ent. Even lf the federal govern­ 
ment does not increase its total debt be. 
yond $35,000,000,000, as a t present planned, 
the size of th e annual tax contribution to ­ 
ward the cost of governm ent in Am erica 
may be so form idable as to break down the 
processes of em ploym ent and cause, a re­ 
turn of federal relief expense. 
Incidentally, all of Mr. Roosevelt s figures 
are predicated on an o th er “if" which be has 
introduced In nearly every one of his last 
few m essages on fiscal affairs, nam ely the 
responsibility of “ business” to absorb th e 
unemployed. 
lf the budget isn t balanced in 1939, it is 
to he in d u stry ’s fault and not by any r* 
mote chance Is it to he due to the bureau­ 
crats In W ashington, who have gradually 
increased the expenses for the regular es- 
fabllshm ent, taking over some of the “em er­ 
gency” agencies as perm anent institu tio n s 
for the outlay of federal funds 


T 
HE P resid en t prom ises to bold th e relief 
expense to $1,537,123,000 for the fiscal 
year 1938, “on the assum ption th a t industry 
will cooperate In em ploying men and women 
from the relief rolls In larger num bers than 
during the p ast year.” 
Why do not the em ployers give jobs to 
all the people now' on relief or w ithout Jobs? 
It m ust be because they do not feel th at 
they can em ploy m ore, people and keep 
th eir own budgets in balance or ekrn enough 
to pay the governm ent the taxes it so sore- 
ly needs. Many businesses would like to 
employ m ore people, but the governm ent 
tell* them they m ust, in effect, increase 
their costs by shortening hours and yet not 
reduce the m oney in the pay envelopes. 
Rusinebs is asked, in effect, to m ake a 
definite Increase in payroll expense for the 
sam e output and sim ultaneously the Prest, 
dent requests that m ore persons actually be 
taken on the payroll. T hat s a paradox of 
the situation which is not readily under- 
stood by the organized groups who w ant pay 
increases by m eans of sh o rter hours of work. 
From now on. how ever, the federal gov. 
ernm ent become* vitally Interested in pro­ 
fits because It bas becom e a much m ore im. 
portant p artn er on a percentage basis w ith 
American businesses and individuals. The 
Ie*# business earns. I he less tax money is 
available.

New Schedule Carries Less

WASHINGTON. Jan. ll

It 
will cost Franklin 
D. 
Roosevelt 
more than $8,000 for the privilege 
of being the first president inaugur­ 
ated on Jan. 20. 
Moving 
the ceremony forward 
from March 4 clipped 42 days of 
Mr. Roosevelt’s first term and pro­ 
portionately trimmed 
his 
$75,000 
a year salary. 
The change was made by the 20th 
amendment 
to 
the 
constitution, 
which put an end to “lame duck’’ 
eesslons of congress. Placed be­ 
fore the states in March, 1932, the 
amendment became 
effective 
in 
October, 1933. It switched the be­ 
ginning of congressional terms to 
Jan. 3. 
Brisk W eather Expected 
Records show the new date car­ 
ries greater possibility of brisk 
inaugural weather. Jan. 20 is less 
frequently a rainy day than March 
4. With a normal temperature of 
33, it is also six degrees colder. 
George 
Washington 
was 
the 
only other President to be depriv­ 
ed of his full term by inaugural 
arrangements. He lost 57 days be­ 
cause the congress of 1789, schedul­ 
ed to meet March 4. failed to mus­ 
ter a quorum until April. 
It 
then 
declared 
Washington 
elected and an emissary made a 
hurried, seven-day 
journey 
from 
New York to Mt. Vernon to give 
him the news. 
It was April 30 before the first 
president could journey to 
New 
York and take office. 
Weather was good for the first 
eight inaugurals, but it has rarely 
been so since. 
Andrew Jackson set the prece­ 
dent of outdoer ceremonies. 
The 
first Harrison bolstered the Spar­ 
tan tradition in a raw northeaster 
by parading, taking oath and read­ 
ing bis speech without hat, gloves 
or overcoat—to the great admira­ 
tion of half frozen multitudes. 
Forty-nine years later his grand­ 
son, Benjamin Harrison, rode to 
the capitol in an open landau dur­ 
ing
